BOSTON (AP)—Patrick Bouv ier 
Ken n ed y, on e-d ay old son 'of the 
Presid en t, was listed in serious 
con d ition tod ay, but d octors said 
the way he spen t his first n ight 
gav e some en couragemen t. 
The Presid en t v isited his n ew 
son this morn in g at the Boston 
Child ren ’s Med ical Cen ter an d mo­ 
men ts later,

secretary Pierre Salin ger issued 
this statemen t: 
“The baby’s con d ition remain ed 
about the same through the n ight.

Salin ger said the White House 
staff would release all in forma­ 
tion on the baby’s con d ition an d 
refused to d iscuss d etails of the 
case. 
He said the d ign osis remain ed 
the same as it was Wed n esd ay— 
the gen eral term id iopathic res­ 
piratory d istress syn d rome—or d if­ 
ficulty in breathin g from un kn own 
cause.

Dear Heloise: Do y ou know 
how to keep imitation pearls from 
discoloring:

However, I feel that the dis­ 
coloration which collects on imi­ 
tation pearls are caused f r o m 
the make-up on our necks and 
the body oils from our skin. 
There is no way I know to re­ 
move this discoloration. 
The only solution I have to this 
problem is to dy e them! You can 
go to any dime, department, or 
drug store and buy tints and dy es 
for about a q uarter of a dollar. 
One does not have to use the 
entire package to dy e a string 
of pearls. 
Pick up any other old jewelry 
which is discolored and dy e it at 
the same time. Here is how: 
Take about a spoonful of dy e 
(I find turq uoise and luscious 
pinks and peaches are the best) 
and put some in a glass of boil­ 
ing water. This means boil about 
1% cups of water in a pan on 
the stove. 


POUR THIS into a fruit jar— 
and I suggest y ou set the fruit 
jar in y our sink before pouring 
the hot water in — and put one 
teaspoon of the dy e into the jar. 
Take a spoon and stir the dy e 
well — until all of the granules 
are melted. 
Then . . , after the water has 
cooled slightly put in y our string 
of imitation pearls and any ear­ 
rings that might match. 
Some ty pes of earrings have 
glue to hold them in their sockets. 
You do not want to put these in

hot water because the glu« will 
dissolve. If y ou are only coloring 
a string of pearls and there is 
no glue attached then they may 
be put immediately into the warm 
water after it has coded a bit.

After all, imitation pearls are 
not too ex pensive. And why not 
have a colored strand? You will 
he surprised how many dresses 
this will go with. Try turq uoise, 
peach and pink with a brown or 
black dress. 
This is my answer and I love 
mine.

DEAR HELOISE: If y ou are 
ex pecting a blessed event in 
y our family and wish to keep it 
a secret as long as possible, 
wear the same clothes y ou have 
been wearing.

“ Man y witn esses of hig h estate an d low 
cou ld hav e come here an d testified in su p­ 
port of his ev iden ce,” the ju stice observ ed. 
“They cou ld hav e been called by the de­ 
fen se an d cou ld hav e en ormou sly stlen g th­ 
en ed the case con cern in g earn in g s of prosti­ 
tu tion .” 
THE JURIST made his remarks before 
the British osteopath an d amateu r artist 
had swallowed an ov erdose of sleepin g pills, 
withou t waitin g to learn of the ou tcome of 
his trial, in which he was fou n d g u ilty . 
After that had happen ed, still fu rther ob­ 


serv ation s abou t frien dship cam e from a 
y ou n g woman who had been 
Wa rd’s da ily 
compan ion du rin g his trial. 
"There’s a whole crowd of people pray in g 
for Stephen to die so that their n am es won ’t 
be men tion ed,” she said. If he dies, I’m 
g oin g to make su re that they are.”

scan dal an d what has been happen in g sin ce 
it broke before the fascin ated g aze of

You’ve let our set down 
dreadfully by failing to get y our 
annual medical checkup. 
“ This l e a ve s no common 
ground for discussion.” 


I protested that after my last 
checkup five y ears ago the doc­ 
tor told me I was “ medically un­ 
interesting.” 
“ I’d die rather than let word 
of that get around in our crowd,” 
I said. 
“ Oh, surely there’s something 
wrong with y ou by now,” replied 
my friend cheeringly . “ Get an­ 
other checkup.” 
So I did. 
Remember when all the doctor 
did w^s to make y o u stick o u t 
y our tongue and say “ ah,” thump 
y ou on the chest, listen to y o u r 
ticker, and then tell y o u to take 
a dose of Ep so m salts? 
Thofce simple day s are past. 
Medicine is on the assembly line 
now. My doctor didn’t make me 
say “ ah.” at all, but ex amined 
me from stem to stern with in­ 
struments I’d never seen before 
—and don’t want to again. 
“ Well? ” I asked, when he had 


finally put me back on my bare 
feet again. 
“ You don’t have athlete’s foot, 
and y our scalp seems okay ,” he 
said. “ But every thing in between 
is suspect.” 
“ And that means—? ” I whimp­ 
ered. 
“ Just a few routine hospital 
tests,” he answered consolingly , 
as I tried to remember the name 
of my friendly neighborhood un 
dertaker. 


Routine? They X-ray y ou, stare 
at y our gizzard through a fluoro- 
scope, pour liquid chalk and oth 
er chemicals into y ou, run y our 
sy mptoms through data process­ 
ing and oomputer gadgets. 
Then a pretty technician needles 
y ou and draws off enough blood 
to put the American Red Crass 
over its national collection goal 
for 1963. 


Finally they strap y ou into a 
death-house-like 
machine called 
an electrocardiograph that snitch­ 
es on y our madly pounding heart. 
As y ou lie there listening to the 
pretty technician talk about her 
vacation, y ou try vainly to think 
up some famous last words. 
The only phrase that comes to 
mind is—“ pray now—pay later.” 
Several day s later after the 
doctor had reviewed all this medi­ 
cal 
machine 
gossip, 
I 
crept 
cringingly into his office for the 
verdict. 
, 
“ Well, if y ou give up y our 
boisterous and profligate way s, 
and settle down to a calm and 
sensible way of life,” said the doc­ 
tor, “ y ou should last for a long 
time y et. But, of course, this is 
no guarantee. I don’t have a pipe­ 
line to the Lord.” 
“ Yeah, doc,” I mumbed. “ But 
just what ex actly is wrong with 
me? ” 
“ Specifically , y ou’re at least 20 
pounds overweight, and y ou have 
a protuberant verruca on y our 
forehead? ” 
A 
“ What’s 
a 
protuberant 
ver­ 
ruca? ” I pleaded, wiping my 
brow. 
“ A big wart!” 
I should be the life of the par­ 
ty in my set from now on. All 
they have is colitis, ulcers, hy per­ 
tension, or here and there a ram­ 
pant thy roid or a cobblestone- 
littered gallbladder. 
But me—I’ve got the only pro­ 
tuberant verucca in the crowd. 
And I intend to make the most 
of it!

Diabetes Tests 
Being Aided By 
Federal Workers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
work ers in nine cities hav e been 
munching on fudge bars on com­ 
pany time. But they’re not fudg 
ing on Uncle Sam. Rather, they 
are trying to nelp him—and you. 
The candy consum ptions p art 
of a Puhiwc Health Service screen 
ing test to detect diabetes. To 
date. 50,000 bars have been con­ 
sumed by 25.000 work ers since 
July 19 60 in Washington; Dallas; 
Denver; Boston; New York ; Kan­ 
sas City, Mo.; Greenbelt, Md.; 
Alex andria, Va., and Belle Mead, 
N. J. 
This scientific fudge-eating, fol­ 
lowed by a blood test, is designed 
to get a relatively q uick gauge of 
a person’s ability to assimilate 
sugar once it’s introduced into the 
body in the form of food. In di­ 
abetes, the body’s mechanism for 
properly handling sugar is defec­ 
tive, and a high blood-sugar is 
usually a sign of the ailment. 
Using a device called an "Auto 
Analyzer” which handles up to 00 
blood samples an hour, doctors 
on the project can q uick ly spot 
suspicious cases. Thert, more def­ 
inite tests are done either by proj 
ect doctors or by referral to fam­ 
ily physicians. 
Reporting on the first year of 
screening activities in Washing­ 
ton and Dallas where 15,535 em­ 
ployes, representing 31 federal de­ 
partments 
or 
agencies 
volun­ 
teered for the test, project doc­ 
tors gave these results m Pub­ 
lic Health Reports, a health serv­ 
ice journal: 
More than 1,600 screened "pos­ 
itive”; that is, there blood plas­ 
ma showed enough sugar to raise 
suspicions. 
Of these, 1,313 were given 
a 
more definitive test. 
Finally, 210 cases of diabetes 
were diagnosed—a rate of 13.5 
per 1.000 population.

Factor In Fatty Diet 
MaylnhibitCancer

NEW YORK - Many of the 
world’s ov er-p riv ileg ed p eop le eat 
a rich and fatty diet and for 
y ears now the doctors hav e been 
shaking their heads and warning 
that this can lead to all sorts of 
p hy sical troubles. 
But now it turns out that there 
is something in that rich, fatty 
and much-malig ned diet that p ro­ 
tects a g a i n s t cancer of the 
stomach. 
The notion — almost quaint by 
the Sp artan dietary standards of 
most of today ’s doctors — that 
eating eg g s and drinking milk can 
be g ood for y ou comes from Dr 
Miltn Terris of the Public Health 
Research Institute of the City of 
New York. 
Deaths from stomach cancer in 
New York City , hav e drop p ed 31 
p er cent among men, 39 p er cent 
among women in just the last 10 
y ean. 
Dr. Terris wondered why the 
most common form of cancer 
among men just a g eneration ag o 
should now be almost a medical 
curiosity . He sug g ests that there 
may be a p rotectiv e factor in rich 
foods, p erhap s related to v itamin 
B-12. 


HERE’S WHAT m a ke s him 
think so. The stomach cancer 
rates hav e drop p ed all ov er this 
country , in Canada, and in those 
Europ ean nations with a hig h 
standard of liv ing . The rate has 
drop p ed for men and women of 
all ag es. Surp rising ly , the rate has 
drop p ed most sharp ly in p op ula­ 
tion g roup s with the lowest inci­ 
dence of the av idly fatal disease. 
In New York City , for instance, 
only 16 nativ e bom men die of 
stomach cancer for ev ery 100,000 
p op ulation, but foreig n born whites 
show an incidence of 23 p er 100,- 
000, while Neg ro men are hig hest 
of all with a rate of 31. 
In Massachusetts in 1920, the 
stomach cancer rate was only 
12 p er 100,000 for nativ e bom men 
with p arents bom in the U.S., 21 
for nativ e bom men with p arents 
bom abroad and 35 for foreig n 
bom men.

Dr. Terris at first thoug ht that 
more accurate diag nosis mig ht 
ex p lain 
the 
steady 
drop 
in 
stomach cancer. But when he an­ 
aly zed the New York fig ures for 
autop sy rates, he found t h a t 
couldn’t be so. 
The p uzzle could be simp ly 
stated. When immig rants came to 
this oountry , their stomach can­ 
cer rate started to drop — and 
it kep t rig ht on drop p ing until it 
undercuts the rate for nativ e bom 
American Neg roes. 
Could the mortality trend be re­ 
lated to better treatment for 
hig her on the economic la 
The answer was ag ain no. 
er? 
Be­ 
cause treatment can’t do any thing 
much for g astric cancer other 
than to p rolong life for a few 
months. 


ONE MORE g eog rap hical clue 
was p rov ided two y ears ag o. Jap ­ 
anese inv estig ators found that the 
Jap anese stomach cancer rate had 
risen slig htly in recent y ears. 
Doctors seeking links between 
diet and heart disease are fond 
of p ointing out that the Jap anese 
consume larg e quantities of rice 
and fish, eat a diet low in fat, 
and suffer coronary attacks much 
less frequently . 
All these p ieces of statistical 
ev idence, Dr. Terris thinks, p oint 
to one factor in our steadily ris­ 
ing standard of liv ing . The factor 
is food. 
Cereal g rains, v eg etables and 
fish are p oor sources of v itamin 
B-12, but milk, eg g s and meat 
are rich in the factor that p ro­ 
tects ag ainst anemia. The p op ula­ 
tions with the low stomach can­ 
cer rates are heav y eaters of 
those foods. 
Dr. Terris concludes, “It Is 
quite p ossible, therefore, that for 
g astric cancer there is a p rotec­ 
tiv e dietary factor which, like 
v itamin B-12, is p resent in certain 
of the more ex p ensiv e foods and is 
not absorbed when g astric secre­ 
tion (of stomach acids) is defec­ 
tiv e.” 
The researcher’s rep ort, written 
in collaboration with Carrie E. 
Hall, R.N., is p ublished in the cur­ 
rent issue of the “Journal of the 
National Cancer Institute.

“This boy is a hard-nosed kid 
who thrives on contact. He likes 
it rough and tough, and that’s the 
way it is when you play defense 
in this league."

drops and to adjust to changes 
within the defensive unit as a 
play develops. 
But one thing Lou Slaby does­ 
n’t have to learn is how to hit 
people. This is second nature with 
the quiet kid from Salem. On of­ 
fense, he delights in cutting down 
an opposing end or linebacker on 
a sweep. As a linebacker, he is 
all over the field, harassing ball

Th e doctors at first wondered 
wh eth er sh e h as been taking any 
kind of medicine th at migh t cast 
sh adows on an X-ray film. Sh e 
h ad not. Neith er h ad sh e been 
eating metal pellets of any kind. 
Had sh e been eating any th ing 
at all between meals? At last, af­ 
ter th inking h ard sh e confessed 
th at in sch ool sh e would of t e n 
nibble on h er eraser. It didn’t 
taste good, but th en it didn’t taste 
bad eith er. After all, a girl h as to 
do someth ing wh ile sh e is wait­ 
ing for classes to end. 


Th en th e doctors observed sim­ 
ilar X-ray findings in a 12-y ear- 
old boy . Th ey asked h im just one 
question. Did h e nible h is era­ 
ser in sch ool? He did. Th e nex t 
step was to get X-ray s of several 
brands of sch ool erasers. 
Th ose 
th at blocked th e X-ray s w e r e 
found to contain lith opone, a pig­ 
ment th at contains zinc and bar­ 
ium. 


FORTUNATELY th is compound 
is h armless. But, in all fairness, 
it must be admitted th at it h as no 
food value. We h ave known for a 
long time th at infants will p ut 
any th ing th ey can reach i nt o 
th eir mouth s. We must now also 
recognize th at sch ool ch ildren will 
ch ew any th ing th at doesnt taste 
terrible, especially wh en t h e y 
find th eir lessons boring. Teach ­ 
ers may be able to find a moral 
in th is. 


Q—My lS-y ear-dd daugh ter 
is 
very round-sh ouldered. Is sh e too 
old to h ave any th ing done to 
straigh ten up h er sh oulers? 
A—There is a wie variation in 
wh at is considered normal. In 
some persons, round-sh ouldered- 
ness is in a large part h ereditary . 
If y our daugh ter h as alway s been 
round - sh ouldered, h er inh erited 
bone structure may be th e cause. 
If, h owever, it is a recent de­ 
velopment it may be due to ch ro­ 
nic fatigue. Th en, too, a ch ild 
may slouch because sh e h as not 
developed self - confidence. Con­ 
stant admonition to th row 
b a c k 
th e sh oulders and stand or sit up 
straigh t 
may e v e n aggravate 
round-sh oulderedness. 
It is important, th erefore, first 
of all to lode into h er general h y ­ 
giene. Does sh e eat enough of th e 
righ t foods? Does sh e get enough 
rest? Does sh e make friends eas­ 
ily ? If not, y our doctor may want 
to make some specific recommen­ 
dations to fit h er case. 
At 15, a girl usually wants to 
make h erself look as attractive as 
possible. If sh e is motivated to 
want to look h er best, sh e will 
give h er posture as much atten­ 
tion as sh e gives th e oth er as­ 
pects of grooming. I do not th ink 
th at putting h er back in a plaster 
cast would be advisable.
